Registration for War Ration 
Book II, inaugurating the large- 
scale point rationing program, will 
be held from February 23 to 26, 
from 10 a. m. to 6 p. m, daily, at 
Punchard high school, Shawsheen 
school, the community room in 
Ballardvale and the Grange hall 
in West Andover. The _ entire 
teaching staff of the public schools 
will handle the registration. 

Any adult member of a family 
unit may apply for the whole fam- 
ily. The person applying must 
bring with him a Ration Book I 
for each member of the family unit, 
and the consumer declaration. 
This declaration, which is the in- 
ventory of canned foods and cof- 
fee, will be distributed before the 
registration dates through the 
school pupils and the local ration- 
ing board. The blank must be com- 
pleted ahead of time and brought 
to the school at the time of reg- 
istration.

Pros And Cons Of Gas Appropriation 
Discussed By Townsman, C.D. Officials 


In order to clear up the matter 
of gas and decontamination work 
under civilian defense, for which 
the sum of $1,000 will be asked in 
this year’s CD budget, a lengthy 
discussion was held Tuesday after- 
noon between the Townsman edi- 
tors and Douglas S. Byers, chair 
man of the local committee on pub- 
lic safety, Harold Rafton, local gas 
officer, and Wendall Lever, gas of- 
ficer for Region 4, 

The Townsman had stated edi- 
torially that the sum of $1,000 was 
entirely too much to spend on the 
eas and decontamination project 
when the military situation would 
seem to indicate that the possibility 
of a gas attack on Andover was 
very remote. The civilian defense 
officials desired to show that a defi- 
nite and elaborate program had 
been prepared, and that it is being 
strongly urged upon this part of the 
country by responsible Army offi- 
cers. 

Mr. Lever, quoting an OCD 
pamphlet prepared by the Army’s 


chemical warfare service, de- 
scribed an ideal decontamination 
center, such as the $18,000 one pro- 
jected for Boston. This would re- 
sult in an impracticable expense, 
he said, for communities like An- 
dover, Lawrence and Methuen. 
However, a workable arangement 
could be put into effect for consid- 
erably less. 

All civilian defense workers, he 
said, who are going to work in 
gassed areas, must have a decon- 
tamination center, a cleaning-up 
building where they can remove 
ges from their persons, clothing 
and equipment. Necessary are a 
gas-tight room, shower equipment 
and a dressing room, as the basic 
items. Two whole decontamination 
units, naturally, would have to be 
set up for the use of men and 
women CD workers. 

No civilian defense units can op- 
erate during or after a gas attack, 
he said, without the use of such a 
decontamination unit.

Town meeting should be short 
and snappy this year, and special 
appropriations reasonably less than 
last year, according to indications 
from the town warrant made pub- 
lic this week by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. 


The article will contain only 25 
articles, a half-dozen of them being 
of a purely legal and routine na- 
ture. 

Outside the various department 
budgets, the article that will prob- 
ably evoke the most comment is 
one submitted by John M. Erving 
and others to reduce the member- 
ship of the school committee from 
nine to five. Mr. Erving’s reduction 
would be made by electing one 
member for a term of three years in 
1944 and in 1945, one member for 
two years and two members for 
three years in 1946. Thereafter, one, 
two and two members would be 
elected in successive years, ai} for 
three year terms. 

At present, three members are 
elected each year to the nine-man 
board. The present method of split- 
ting the school board into three 
sub-committees to handle the huge 
volume of school work would prob- 
ably have to be altered or elim- 
inated. 

Another articie asks the town to 
raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500, to be expended for and under 
the direction of the Andover com- 
pany of the Massachusetts State 
Guard. The local unit will be called 
upon only to protect Andover prop- 
erty, and receives considerably less

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Lieut. Julius Rockwell Commended For Rescue Service 


During Sinking Of Aircraft Carrier Lexington Last May 


* Lieut. (j.g.) Julius Rockwell, 
USNR, son of Mr. and Mrs. Julius 
Rockwell of 44 Lowell street, has 
been cited by the commander of 


’ cruisers in the Pacific fleet for out- 


Standing service and heroism dur- 
ing the cataclysmic events follow- 


- ing the fatal torpedoing of the U. 


S. Aircraft Carrier Lexington last 
May. 

According to the citation, Lieut. 
Rockwell ‘directed his repair party 
and a party of reserves in effecting 
rescues from gas-filled compart- 
ments in which explosions fre- 
quently occurred. As a result of his 
actions, a score of badly wounded 
Were evacuated and damage was 
controlled, while other crew mem- 
bers were led to safety.” 

The citation is “for conspicuous 
distinguished service in the 
line of his profession during action 
against Japanese forces at the 
Coral Sea, May 7 and 8, 1942. With 
complete disregard for personal 
Safety, he directed his men.” He 
headed a group of 24 specially- 
trained workers at the time, and 
held the rank of ensign. 

' Following his studies at Phillips 
Academy and graduation from the 
University of Michigan in 1940, Lt. 


Rockwell enlisted in the Naval Re- 
serve in September of that year, 
and studied at a floating navy 
school in New York, the USS 
Prairie State, Later, in June, 1941, 
he was sent to take up further 
studies in electrical engineering at 
the University of California. He had 
been on active duty aboard the Lex- 
ington for several months before 
the outbreak of war. 

He has been in the Pacific area 
since the Coral Sea battle, and 
word has been received that he is 
to be made chief electrical officer 
on another Navy ship. 

A brother, First Lieut. William 
Rockwell, is in charge of a quarter- 
master corps truck company at the 
Presidio in San Francisco. He is a 
graduate of Phillips Academy, later 
studying at Michigan University. 
On graduating from that institu- 
tion in July, 1941, he enlisted in 
the quartermaster corps, and was 
stationed at Camp Lee as a private. 
He was recommended for officer 
training school after a few months 
in service, and later commissioned 
a second lieutenant on completion 
of the course. His promotion to the 
rank of first lieutenant came on 
Christmas Day.

Out at a island base, 
whose name can’t be revealed at 
present, Cpl.

“Time passes very swiftly here,” 
he continues.

“Mail arrives about once a 
month, and naturally it is a joy- 
ous occasion, I’ll never forget our 
initial mail after having pushed 
around to Kansas, New Jersey, 
South Carolina, through the Pan- 
ama Canal, and finally out here to 
an island where there wasn’t a 
white face to be seen. Months had 
passed without any news from 
home, Mail was distributed about 
8 p. m., and we all eagerly read 
our letters by full moonlight.”

Their immediate plans call for a 
community meeting next Monday 
night at 7 o’clock in the High School 
Auditorium.

Dempsey, from the Waltham field 
station of Massachusetts State col- 
lege. His book “Grow Your Own 
Vegetables” is well known.

local labor and tools and ma- 
chinery, Qualified experts from the 
Essex Agricultural school will help 
in meeting some of these needs, if 
the needs can be registered early 
in the season. 

The committee’s plans also call 
for the opening of a food produc- 
tion center in the town hall, where 
State pamphlets on growing and 
canning vegetables will be kept 
available, free or at cost, to An- 
dover gardeners, and in the canning 
season experienced canners may be 
consulted. Fertilizers are likely to 
be searce this year. We can make 
the most of local supplies if we 
know what is available and who 
wants what kinds. 

Many families have already be- 
gun to keep hens; many more can 
do so and will want advice. The 
Food Production center will have 
pamphlets on this subject and will 
try to get the best local advice for 
beginners. New Yorkers have been 
urged to raise rabbits for meat; 
local information will be available 
on this subject, and on pigs, and 
every other subject that deals with 
producing food in Andover. 

The Andover churches, clubs, fac- 
tories, schools and newspapers, are 
all active in this campaign. It is to 
be thoughtfully planned, lest it 
prove an idle gesture like some of 
the useless victory gardens of the 
last war. Those who wish to hear 
more of it may listen to the broad- 
cast of Douglas Byers, head of the 
Office of Civilian Defense, on Thurs- 
day night at 8:45 on WLAW. 
Others will read a flier in their 
homes. It is important that all in- 
terested in food production come 
to the meeting on Monday night, to 
hear Mr. Dempsey’s opening lec- 
ture and to help build up the local 
food production center.

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Red Tape — Black Markets 


It’s time that something should be done on the home front, 
either abolishing what is beginning to look like another noble 
experiment” or making a real attempt to enforce it for the 
benefit of the average man and woman of this country. For 
some reason or other price control is proving more than a 
failure; it is doing a fine job of defeating its own purpose and 
bringing a malicious kind of bootlegging onto the American 
scene. 

The practices that have come in the wake of this attempt to 
control prices, and the OPA’s ludicrously involved rationing 
system have combined to throw our economic set-up into a 
haphazard hodge-podge that bodes no good for the future ie 
country whose economics must remain sound if it is to properly 
take care of the tremendous world-wide rehabilitation task 


that peace will bring. 

Have you been enjoying your meat lately—if you’ve been 
able to get any meat? How was the price? Sky-high, probably 
—and if it wasn’t, you weren't quite sure whether you should 
eat the stuff. And that is price control! Black markets have 
become a national scandal. Time magazine told last week of 
the practice of a dealer’s going in to a wholesaler, laying $25 
down on the counter and saying, “I'll bet $25 you don’t have a 
side of beef.” Of course he loses the bet, he gets the beef, the 
wholesaler sells it at the ceiling, but has $25 extra—and YOU 
have to pay somehow for that $25. cS 

Here in town Greeley’s market has found conditions so bad 
that it is having the meat shipped direct from the west, pre- 
ferring to pay the express charges rather than the Dae 
necessary to get meat from the other sources. And what is the 
cause of all this? ths Reet 

There’s only one basic cause, and that is the administration s 
endeavor to control prices by putting ceilings on some things, 
but letting others go sky-high. It just won t work. Their solu- 
tion is to eliminate the profit, which is practically done any- 
way by excessive taxation, but when the ordinary American 
businessman no longer can make a little profit, then the Am- 
erica we know, the America of free enterprise, the America 
that has grown because of individual initiative, that America 
a ee were two boys here in Andover, working in the same 
place, doing the same job, getting the same wages. One of them 
entered the armed services of his country. For the 24-hour job 
that he does, for the sacrifice that he may some day have to 
make, he gets $50 a month plus maintenance. The other boy 
went into a defense industry. Eight hours a day he works, his 
sacrifice is nothing, but he’s getting $2.00 an hour, or $80.00 
a week and probably now $96 a week. That the administration 
has made no attempt whatsoever to control. Those people in 
the war-industry towns have so much money they don’t know 
what to do with it, and they don’t care how much they have 
to pay for their beef. No wonder black markets thrive. Patrio- 
tism—where is it? 

We need a house-cleaning here in the United States and we 
need it bad. There’s been too much red tape, too much black 
market, and too little of the good old red, white and blue. 


Just Try It—Adolf! 


Through all this talk about the necessity for spending money 
on various precautions against surprise Luftwaffe attacks 
there runs the thought that Adolf Hitler might do it to break 
our morale. He’s a madman, but somehow we can’t feel that 
he’s so crazy that he would think that our morale could be 
broken by such an attack. 

Remember how our morale was broken by the surprise at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. Hirohito can tell Adolf it works the 
wrong way. The United States was never so united as it was 
that Sunday evening of December 7, 1941. So if Adolf wants 
to make us really mad, just let him drop a little gas, even just 
a little gas on any little corner of these United States.

I back you. 'The chance that An- 
dover will ibe bombed is too small 
to let any considerable expendi- 
ture in anti-bombing precautions be 
an economical insurance, The 
chance that Andover will be gassed 
is much smaller still, for explosive 
bombings are preferred to gas 
bombings because they are more 
efficient. 

Mr. Byers’s letter of February 4 
says the organization of gas and 
decontamination units is now be- 
ing specially pushed throughout 
the state. In saying this he simply 
discredits the drive and those who 
are pushing it. Por “throughout 
the state’ means that no intelligent 
discrimination ig being used. It 
means in towns remote from rea- 
sonable targets as well as in towns 
containing or adjoining reasonable 
targets. If means not only in a flat 
village where gas in calm weather 
would lie till it soaked into all 
cellars, but equally in a hilly mill 
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Too many of these directions 
that are-supposed to make us war- 
minded are dished out with too 
little regard to what is being 
talked about. For instance, the di- 
rections on what to do in an air 
raid tell us to follow the rules de- 
veloped in England by their exper- 
ience. That includes those rules 
whose avowed purpose is to pro- 
tect you, not against the aviator’s 
bombs but against the falling shrap- 
nel of your own anti-aircraft guns, 
for those are all over WHngland. 
But I don’t believe there is any 
anti-aircraft gun mounted where it 
will spray shrapnel over Ballard- 
vale. If there is one. I call it a 
piece of administrative inefficiency, 
a waste of good munitions that 
would be more useful somewhere 
else, 

Consequently, while part of the 
air-raid rules are good for Ballard- 
vale, it is not clear that a Ballard- 
vale citizen might not be safer by 
actually reversing that part of the 
rules which aims at protection 
against friendly anti-aircraft. Those 
who tell us what to do don’t use 
reasonable discrimination. And if 
they want Andover to buy anti-gas 
equipment, that is another case in 
point.

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We Have Just Been to a School of Rationing 


For over four hours the other evening we listened to an ex- 
pert on the new food Ration System which will go into effect 
on March Ist. It is so strict and so involved that no rationed 
items will be permitted to leave our store until the proper num- 
ber of ration points required for them have been removed from 
your ration books by our bookkeepers. When you go to market 
be sure to bring your ration books, as well as the books for 
each member or your family, with you. By having our book- 
keepers handle the stamps directly we can keep the accounts 
more accurately which the government has instructed us we 
must maintain. It will not be so difficult for you, the customer, 
to do your trading after you have learned the value of the 
points which each stamp represents and the food it will buy. 
We shall have every rationed food item marked with the selling 
price and also the number of points necessary to secure the 
item. 


We are in favor of a plan for controlled buying and selling 
of food. What we dislike about it is the great number of records 
to be kept and reports to be made out. We shall have to take 
aninventory at the end of every four-week period. At that time 
the merchandise on hand must equal in points the difference 
between the merchandise which was on hand at the beginning 
of the period less the number of ration points collected. 


This system of doing business was originated in Germany 
eighteen years ago and spread over Europe. It was adopted by 
England a year and a half ago. It is now soon to be in force in 
the United States. In the name of common sense haven't we a 
few men in the United States who could devise some simpler 
method. Why should the American people be asked to adopt 
ideas from a country which does not know how to live in peace 
and happiness. If we must have rationing, let us have a method 


of our own.

Mr. Rafton described the original 
plan of his group. He made a tour 
of the town with Dr. Philip Blake, 
then gas officer, and they decided 
on the high school buildings as the 
most useful center. The locker 
room in the high school was de- 
cided on as the center, with three 
compartments to be constructed in 
that space. 

The treatment of casualties from 
chemical agents would have to be 
considered, as well as the preven- 
tion of contamination of other per- 
sons and objects, The primary step 
with gas casualties is to remove 
them from the gassed environment, 
remove their clothing, protect their 
eyes and possibly administer oxy- 
gen, necessitating the use of oxygen 
pumps and ambulances. Litter- 
bearers, to prevent becoming 
gassed themselves, must wear gas 
masks and protective clothing. No 
medical personnel, firemen, or any 
other service personnel would be 
able to function without proper pro- 
tection. 

No positive action was taken at 
the time these surveys were being 
made, since instructions were 
awaited from state headquarters. 
None of last year’s appropriation 
for this work has yet been spent. 

As for the expense of the gas 
work, Andover would get its pro- 
tective clothing and gas masks 
from the state, without charge; it 
would, however, be responsible for 
setting up its own decontamination 
center, and it would have to have 
such tools as rakes, shovels, swabs, 
and spray-guns, which it might or 
might not be able to borrow from 
other town departments. 

Incidentally, a regional gas 
school is to be held in Andover 
within the coming month, which 
will be attended by all Region 4 
gas officers, decontamination squads 
and reconnaissance men. It is 
hoped that all the materials spoken 
of will be available for dispaly. 

In all this discussion, only gasses 
were discussed which cause serious 
and permanent injury, or death, es- 
pecially Lewisite and mustard 
gasses, which attack skin tissue as 
well as the breathing mechanism. 
There are also a large number of 
other gases which merely impede 
enemy attack without causing 
serious effect—tear gas is perhaps 
the most common example. 

The Townsman had previously 
raised the point that, if the Army 
thought so highly of local decon- 
tamination preparedness, it might 
well step in and handle the train- 
ing itself, through its excellent 
chemical warfare service. No defi- 
nite answer was given to this ques- 
tion except that that was at the 
Army’s discretion, and that the 
higher GD gas officers had actu- 
ally received some Army training. 

It was asked if the Army could 
not obtain and distribute to the 
civilian defense forces what equip- 
ment and clothing would ‘be nec- 
essary, since presumably its vast 
organization could result in large 
Savings to the town while the in- 
evitable priority troubles could be 
avoided, 

It was stated that the materials 
to be used, specifically protective 
would originally have 
h the Army, but re- 
jected for minor defects, The Army 
would, however, approve their use 
by CD forces. The ‘Townsman ex- 
Pressed the opinion that, in the 
event of a gas attack, the civilian 
would be as badly off as the sol- 
dier, and would need materials of 


as good quality as the soldier, A 
soldier might reasonably be ex- 
pected to use a rifle against the 
enemy, while a civilian could not; 
but both the soldier and the civilian 
would have to take precisely the 
same measures in the event of a 
gas attack, 


A gas attack, by its very nature, 
small area, and the Townsman 
would have ‘to take place in a very 
representatives said that, in the 
event Andover was gassed, cer- 
tainly Fort Banks, or Boston, or 
Fort ‘Devens, or Portsmouth and 
Charlestown Navy Yards would not 
be. Why, then, couldn’t equip- 
ment be sent to Andover from any 
of those places within an hour 
after the attack? 


The answer was that no army 
post could aid civilians in such a 
contingency; that the army “would 
have its own job,” and that the 
civilians would have to take care 
of themselves after a gas attack 
even though the army personnel 
and post were totally undamaged. 
The army’s only possible interest 
in the matter, even though civil- 
ians were being burnt, strangled or 
killed, would be in “keeping the 
roads open.” 


A single airplane, it was said, 
can contaminate an area 800 by 300 
yards with vesicant gasses; it 
would obviously take several 
planes to make a large scale raid 
on Andover, Andover’s area is in- 
finitesimal compared with that of 
the state, New England or the At- 
lantic seaboard; the chances of any 
spot in Andover—inhabited or un- 
inhabited, considering that the 
residential section of town is a 
small part of its whole’ area— 
would be about as great as Hiro- 
hito’s winning the Irish Sweep- 
stakes. 


That infinitesimal chance of be- 
ing gassed would, of course, pre- 
sume that some sort of attack, on 
some large scale, was to be made. 
With the present war situation, 
with America, England and Russia 
most definitely on the attack, with 
the Red air force, the A.A.F. and 
the AAF so clearly superior to the 
Luftwaffe that Berlin could be 
bombed, in the presence of Goer- 
ing and Goebbels, in broad day- 
light, on a date of marked sig- 
nificance in Germany, with the at- 
tention of the whole world riveted 
on the Reichstag—the chances 
might reasonably be expected to 
be one in a million, or a billion. 


The problem does not resolve 
itself into the statement that “if 
we're not going to be gassed, we’re 
not going to be bombed, and we 
might as well junk our whole civil- 
ian defense machine.” For nothing 
in the course of the present war 
has stood out with such startling 
clarity as the terrible effect of air 
bombardment on civilian popu- 
laces, No phase of warfare, on the 
other hand, has been as markedly 
in disuse as gas warfare; only a 
few scattered, isolated, ineffective 
examples of gassing can be found 
in all the history of this war, on 
five continents and five oceans. 


The question is primarily one of 
the town’s spending $1,000 on a 
“long shot’ when money will ob- 
viously be very scarce, and buying 
power scarcer. The ‘Townsman 
feels most strongly that no appro- 
priation for such a “long shot” is 
necessary at all, If the town de- 
sires to spend $1,000 on the million- 
to-one chance that Andover will be 
gassed, that, of course, is the pre- 
rogative of its citizens,
